The new' route between 
Chicago and Lake Geneva has been 
routed along w hat was form erly 
known as route 
60 (Rand road). 
The route between Chicago and 
Madison, Wis., is now' U. S. 14

reduce traffic over the present route. 
The new plan apparently w’ill 
help, as route 14 extends straight 
through from Chicago to Madison, 
Wis., by way of H arvard; while 
traffic from St. Paul and Minne­ 
apolis through Madison to Chicago 
will go through the Fox Lake re­ 
gion and by way of W auconda and 
Lake Zurich. 
Route 14 was for­ 
merly located en Higgins road and 
joined route 31 a t Dundee, con­ 
tinued along north to the intersec­ 
tion near Crystal Lake, and then 
turned west.

Blames Garage Men 
As Well As Officers 
For Excessive Charges 


The expose of the towing racket 
made in the Paddock Publications 
last week, brought sw ift and de­ 
cisive action on the part of Chief 
Taylor and the police departm ent 
of the state. Mr. Taylor took per­ 
sonal charge of the investigation 
and state officers were called into 
headquarters and plainly told th at 
prom pt dism issal would follow re­ 
ceipt of evidence against any offi­ 
cer found soliciting or accepting 
money from any garage owner. 


“It is not only the officers, who 
are to blame for such a racket,” 
states Mr. Ta\’lor, “ but also the 
garage men who seek business by 
offering commissions to the offi­ 
cers. 
We pay the men a good 
salary and there is no reason why 
any towing racket should be set up.” 


Last week’s issue carried an in­ 
terview with a Palatine garage 
owner who claimed th at state of­ 
ficers had asked for a commission 
from fees charged by an owner for 
a car hauled by his tow’ trcck. The 
story appeared Thursday morning. 
W ithin a few hours an investiga­ 
tion w’as upon its way. 


It w’as found th at garagem en 
were reluctant to name instances 
or give names and the tracing of 
the stories revealed a confusion be­ 
tween identify of state and coun­ 
ty officers. 


Mr. Taylor inform ed the editor 
that he hat! fired officers who had 
taken as low as one dollar from 
a m otorist and th at his office Is 
constantly upon the lookout for 
irregularities of this nature ana 
solicits the cooperation of the pub­ 
lic. 
“We can only stop this prac­ 
tice if the public will supply the 
tacts,” continued Mr. Taylor. 
The alleged towing racket was 
a new one to Mr. Taylor. Instances 
of shake downs are not unusual, 
but the partnership of garage men 
and officers in the towing business 
is evidently an outgrow th of keen 
competition between owners of tow 
trucks. 
Mr. Taylor made it’plain th at the 
state police officers are upon the 
highways to save lives by curbing 
speeders and other violators of the 
state laws. It is their duty to ren­ 
tier every aid possible to both p ar­ 
ties to an accident and when an 
officer w ith the conivance of a 
tow truck ow’ner tries to victim ize 
a car owner there is no place in 
the state police system for the 
man. 
C ar owners who have been in an 
accident, have the perfect right to 
choose the garage m an who shall 
move th at car and there is no ex­ 
cuse for exhorbitant fees. 
In a recent bulletin issued state 
officers are warned th at their du­ 
ties end a fte r arrest of a violator 
or investigation of an accident. 
When a man is taken to a judge, 
the officer has no rig h t to even 
suggest to the judge the am ount 
of fine to be inflicted. 
“The state police force,” states 
Mr. Taylor, “is a service to the 
public and each officer should so 
conduct him self .as to be a credit 
to the departm ent and by his ac­ 
tions m erit the confidence of every­ 
body. It should be an honor to wear 
a state uniform.

work regular hours each day to

W alter 
Winchell-Ben 
Bernic-Si- 
mone Simon 
picture, “ Love and 
Hisses.” The film
